of the country, by upusuai economy in the 
use of their cotton clothing, and they mend 
up and make it last as long as possidbic. So 
that e very large portio’s of the supply of do 
mnestic rags has also been taken away from 
the peper manufacturers. 

We are then producing less raw materials 
than we were before the war. We lave a 
large number of men, formerly clothed more 
or less in cotton, who are now clothed en- 
tirely in wool, and they make no rags for the 


maker's use. 

fe are now dependent Jargely upon for. 
eign markets for rags, and since the strin- 
gency came upon the American manufacturer 
for his raw material, every device: has béen 
resorted to to supply the deficiency. The result 
is, that great progress has been made In work- 
mg straw and wood, and I think there ls now 
every prospect that within a very short time 
—Wwithin atew years, and probably within a 
few months—there will be a very considerable 
accession to the raw material for ,aper mak- 
ing from straw and from wood.
